— Fields Need Rain 


Raymond and district is 
bao.iy in need of rain. A shower 
that revivified the crops ar¬ 
rived Sunday night, but it was 
of short duration and high 
winds part of the time since 
then has robbed the soil of 
part of that valuable moisture. 
The nights however have been 
cool and nothing is burning, al- 
thoiu h a good three days rain 
would he about the most wel¬ 
come thing imaginable right 
now. 

Grain crops are standing up 
surpisingly well, and while no 
bumper crops can be expected 
practically every field in the 
district will make some crop, 
..n.i in years like this 
the grade is usually very good. 
Sonic fields in spots may be 
cut for hay, but this i s the ex¬ 
ception rather than the rule. 

Beets are coming on (very 
well, and fields show promise 
of heavy stands, the tops at 
the present time commencing 
to spread, so that the field is a 
solid mass of healthy green 
color. Second hoeing is about 
finished, furrowing for irrigat 
ion has been finished in pract¬ 
ically all fields, and with the 
application of irrigation and 
plenty of it, the beets are doing- 
fine. Reports from Factory of¬ 
ficials the first of the week 
state that taking the crop as a 
whole, it is ahead of last years 
ciop, and with favorable weath 
or the yield should equal last 
year’s tonnage. Damage from 
web worm has been negligible 
and while ? second crop Vs due 
to hatch, no trouble is exected 
from this quarter. 

Hay and pasturage is only 
f i . v. Id hay will bo a very 
light. cr6p, and winter grazing 
will be poor unless we get more 
rain. A good crop of irrigated 
hay has been put up, anti this 
commodity will likely bring a 
good price this < ming fall and 
winter as the dry portion of 
Southern Alberta rep: i ts little 
or no ^ed being cut.

July 6th, 193 

General. While recent rains 
have improved crop conditions 
in Western Canada, the moist¬ 
ure has come too late to count¬ 
eract drought damage in the 
southern and central areas of 
the three Prairie Provinces, 
where the crop will he light in 
many districts. The crops in 
the northern areas generally arc 
making satisfactory progress. 
Wheat production in the Prair¬ 
ie Provinces this year is likely 
to bo well below the average 
and goncrrl rains are neded to 
prevent further deterioration. 
In Quebec hot, dry weather has 
had an adverse effect on grain 
crops, although recent rains 
have improved conditions. In 
Ontario, due to unfavourable 
weather during the latter half 
of June, crop prospects have 
changed from gen rally 4 very pro¬ 
mising to somewhat variable 
or patchy, altho recent show¬ 
ers have helped the situation. 
In the Maritime Provinces, the 
warm weather, with ample mois 
ture, has improved conditions 
and all crops are progressing 
favourably. In British Colum¬ 
bia an unusually heavy rainfall 
has benefttted pasturage but 
lack of sunshine has retarded 
crop s which are two to three 
weeks later than’usual. Details 
follow:

President Roosevelt wants a 
dollar that will be worth as 

mu ?J l in °ne generation as in 
another. This ha s never been 
true of any currency, in any 
country at any time. 

1 he 1926 American dollar 
would have purchased $1.40 
worth of commodities in 1931; 
•rl.lrf in 1917; only 65 cents 
worth in 1920; $1.03 i n 1921; 

$1.40 in 1930, and today about 
$1.60. 

How (can jbusinees operate 
when its monetary standard of 
measurement is so variable? 
it is like trying to measure 
things with a rubber yardstick 
Up to now, proposals to stabil¬ 
ize prices by managed currenc¬ 
ies have been dreams of acad¬ 
emic economists. 

President Roosevelt now con¬ 
templates a method for stahiliz 
ing prices for good and all. He 
hopes to achieve this according 
to his intimates, by using the 
extraordinary power given him 
by Congress to reduce the am¬ 
ount of gold in the dollar by as 
much as 50 per cent. How 
would this he done? Simply by 
varying the gold content of the 
dollar. If prices got too high 
more gold would be added. If 
prices got too low, gold would 
lie taken away. 

In the past the dollar has be¬ 
en fixed in its content of gold, 
but variable in its purchasing 
power. By the new scheme the 
dollar would Ik; fixed in its pur 
chasing power but variable in 
its gold content. 

What should be taken as the 
“fair” price for the dollar? Obv 
iously some arbitrary figure 
must be selected. The Labor I)e 
partment issues a table show¬ 
ing weekly price changes of 
sonic 750 commodities. From 
this tableman average figure is 
computed called the “commod¬ 
ity price index.’’ 

It is proposed to hitch the 
“managed dollar’’ to this com¬ 
modity price index. Gold would 
be added or subtracted from 
the dollar as this index tended 
to go up or down. Thus the 
dollar would be manipulated.

WOOD-SUGAR FATORY 

ERECTED IN GERMANY 


Professor Bergius’s system 
for\making sugar out of wood 
has found its first complete 
practical realization in a factory 
erected at Mannheim-Rheniau, 
which will be {followed by others 
on the same model in other 
lands. 

German scientific opinion 
tends to the belief that the or¬ 
iginal laboratory experiments 
have reached the stage which 
puts a new cheap foodstuff’ 
within reach of the masses. The 
wood i s ground jvery finely, 
dried out and treated with high 
ly concentrated hydrochloric 
acid. 

Tin’s is the elementary stage 
of the sugar, which can be used 
as fodder in this form, but is 
capable of being refined to an 
almost unbelievable extent and 
at the same time produces such 
by-products as can be compress 
ed and used for fuel.

000 a year 0,1 ' ,ress advertising, it can be assumed that the

if you are stocking a 

nationally-advertised product _ 

advertised in big-city dailies and 
in nationally circulated maga¬ 
zines, you have a right to see 
Inis product also being locally 
advertised—in this newspaper. 
Youi total annual sales of the 
maker’s product, joined to those 
oL its other local distributors 
(if there are others), entitle 
you to demand that the product 
bo, locally advertised in this 
newspaper. 

If the maker or his represen¬ 
tative talks tp you about the 
advertising being done for the 
product in big-city dailies and 
in national magazines, tell him 
that upwards of 90 per cent, of 
the families * n your sales terri¬ 
tory do not subscribe to a big- 
city daily or to a national mag¬ 
azine; and that, therefore, he is 
putting on YOUR shoulders the 
burden of creating and main¬ 
taining sales. 

Clearly, it is not RIGHT that 
you should be required t, pro¬ 
mote the sale of a product in 
the territory served by thn 
newspaper, without receivin': 
from the manufreturer the 


same kind and degree of sales 
assistance which he is giving 
retailers resident in cities 
where lie s spending a lot of 
money on local advertising. 

Quite too often manufactur¬ 
ers don’t want to advertise in 
local weekly newspapers, saying 
that it costs too much. They 
forget, however, that their sal¬ 
es in towns served by weekly 
newspapers provide an adver¬ 
tising fund which should bo 
spent locally. Why should the 
contributions from local sales to 
the maker’s’ advertising fund 
be spent outside the local sales 
territory? 

You have your business to 
build up, and to the extent 
that you help manufacturers to 
obtain and retain sales in this 
territory, to that extent you 
should receive local adertising 
assistance. 

You’ve got a first-class case 
to put before manufacturers 
who want you to stock and 
push the sales of their product, 
then why not pr ent it, either 
direct, or through the maker’s 
representative when he calls?

Satisfactory progress is being 
made in the establishment of a 
tent city for the accommoda¬ 
tion of visitors to the Woild’s 
Grain Exhibition and Confer¬ 
ence which opens at Regina on 
July 24th next. 

This tent city will he estab¬ 
lished just northwest of the 
Regina Exhibition Grounds with 
the main entrance off Conaught 
Street at which will he located 
the administration building, 
washrooms, showers, latrines, 
etc. The camp will be well 
lighted and well supplied with 
all sanitary facilities, protection 
against fire, parking space for 
automobiles, etc. 

There will als 0 be convenienc¬ 
es for the purchase of gasoline, 
oil, tobacco, tow r els, soap, meals, 
barber service, at jvery reason¬ 
able rates. The camp will be 
under efficient management ; nd 
police patrol.

Hot and cold water show 
erg may be secured at ten cents 
per person. Blankets may be 
secured at the rate of twenty 
cents each. A small deposit 
which may be refunded will bo 
charged for the proper care of 
the equipment used. 

Dining hall and checking fac¬ 
ilities will be provided and a 
well equipped grocery store vd' 
be established on the grounds. 

Visitors are requested to 
bring their own toilet articles 
and t () make reservations in ad¬ 
vance of arrival.
